e pEleng Management of the Affairs 
in Scotland is fil d with an infinite Variety 
of Iaſtances. What Surmiſes? What falſe 
Suggeſtions! What weak, and in their Na- 
ture moſt vile Iaſinuations are erery Day 
buzz'd about, and put into the Hegds of the 
poor People in the North of Britain, on 
every Occaſion! Nay, I may ſay without 
Occalioa at all, if poſſible, to raiſe jealouſies, 
Diſtruſts and Diſſatisfactions between the 
Nations. 

That tbis is Part of the ſame Spirit, and 
prompted by the ſame Agents, who ſtrug- 
gled in vain with the Union, while it was 
tranſacting in Scotland, that bully'd the Par- 
liament, rabbled the Government, and in- 
ſulted the Treaters, is eaſie to make out; 
and were not the Impotence of their At- 
tempts below ſo much Notice, Icould go a 
$rome Way into Particulars, buth as to Per- 
ons and Things = — But I would faja 
give the Gentlemen Opportunity to let the 
World for get both them and their Actions, 
if they have but Diſcretion enouhg to take
